ever be constantly alert to see that 
nothing interferes with the search 
for truth.” 

The motion, lacking support be- 
Cause the students’ petition had 
been withheld, was warmly de- 
bated and opposed on the ground 
that the President’s declaration of 
last June was still in effect and, 
in deference to the members who 
did not want to vote on it, was 
finally withdrawn, while the 140 
students waited for an answer to 
their prayer.

Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co., in response to a request of 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission, has filed with the com- 
mission in Washington a code of 
regulations under which it agrees 
to withhold telephone service from

A spokesman of the company 
in St. Louis said today that the 
policy was the same which the 
company has followed previously. 

“Whenever a law-enforcing 
agency notifies us that telephone 
service is being used for an un- 
lawful purpose and should be dis- 
continued, we do so, The company 
is not in the police business, and 
does not initiate such action it- 
self.” 

Suggestion by FOC. 

Tariff section vfficials of the 
FCC said the, company’s action 
was in response to the commis 
sion’s suggestion of last Jan. 7 to 
telephone companies, that they 
tighten operating rules to aid state 
enforcement of anti-gambling 
laws. 

In a California case, Western 
Union Telegraph Co. cut off cer- 
tain customers who were held to 
be engaged in bookmaking opera- 
tions. The commission was asked 
by the California Public Service 
Commission to protect Western 
Union from any damage action 
which might result. 

The commission replied that the 
Western Union appeared to have 
acted within its regulations, and 
it then suggested that telephone 
companies file regulations of the 
same character. Such specific 
regulations, it said, would be help- 
ful to state law enforcement 
authorities. 

Specific Regulations. 

Southwestern Bell, the first to 
act on the suggestion, filed new 
regulations which provide specifi- 
ally for refusal or cutting off 
telephone service where there is 
evidence that the facilities will be 
used for any unlawful purpose.”

HE beautiful little game-bird, 
the quail, of which I am now 
about to write is well known 


=i in almost all parts of the country. 
2 It is a welcome visitor about the 
| homesteads of the farmer in the 
| winter season, and makes pleasant 
the fields and brakes in spring 


and summer. 
Hedges now afford very great 


Ss N protection in severe weather, and 


preserve the lives of thousands 
which would otherwise certainly 
perish of cold and starvation in 
their absence. They break the 
force of the wind, and furnish 
snug-lying places for the birds 
in hard weather. In soft snow 
quail commonly manage to do very 
well in the open. When pursued 
by hawks at such times, they dart 
under the snow, and lie safely hid 
from their voracious enemies. 

I have seen them do this hun- 
dreds of times, and have rejoiced 
at their escape from the talons of 
the swift and persevering foe. In 
two or three instances I have 
walked up and caught the quail 
which had thus dashed into the 
yielding snow by hand. 


Whistling Note of Cock. 


The quail is a very interesting 
bird about breeding time, and the 
soft, whistling note of the cock 
is one of the pleasant things that 
strike the ear in the fields in 
springtime. They pair with us 
about the first of May. I have 
seen them together in bevies as 
late as, or later than, the middle 
of April. They build their nests 
along the hedges and near old 
fences overgrown with brush and 
brambles. 

They resort but little to the 
groves of timber for breeding pur- 
poses, avoiding them, I think, on 
account of egg-stcking vermin, 
such as skunks and crows, Crows 
are bold, cunning, and persistent 
robbers of the nests of other 
birds. Minks catch the old hens 
on the nest, and raccoons do the 
same. But the most destructive 
and inveterate enemy the ,quail 
has is the little hawk, called with 
us the quail-hawk. 

This little bird of prey is but 
a trifle larger than a quail him- 
self, but it is very fierce and 
strong, swift on the wing, and 
darts upon its prey with electric 
speed. 

The hen-quail does not seem to 
be very particular at times about 
having a nest of her own. I have 
known them to lay in nests of 
prairie chickens, and in those of 
barn-door fowl which had made 
their nests in hedges or bunches 
of weeds in fence-corners. 


Most Attentive Mother. 


It is always easy to learn when 
quail are breeding in the neigh- 
borhood, for at such times as the 
‘hen is laying or sitting the cock 
perches on a fence, a stump, or an 
old corn-stock, and whistles for 
joy. The note seems to express 
great satisfaction and delight. 
Young quail are no sooner hatched 
than they are active and ready to 
follow their mother. The latter is 
very watchful, attentive, and de- 
voted, ready to risk her own life 
to afford a chance of safety to her 
offspring. If a man or a dog ap- 
proaches the whereabouts of her 
young brood, the mofher simulates 
lameness, and flutters about as if

You may as well give them up 
as soon as they reach this tall, 
thick and dense cover. 

The best of the shooting is in 
November and December. You 
must be up by dawn of day, and 
scatter the hoar frost or the 
sparkling dew as you go to your 
chosen grounds. 


As soon as the sun touches the 
frost on the corn and grass and 
the weeds of the overgrown stub- 
bles, the quail begin to run from 
their roosting-places. At the early 
hours, when they are first on the 
move, is the best time for the 
dogs to find them, as the scent is 
then very good. When they are 
really plentiful, they may be easily 
found in-any weather, but most 
easily on a fine, clear day, early 
in the crisp, cool air of the bright, 
frosty morning. 

When a bevy is flushed in such 
weather as this, they scatter at 
once, and when they pitch down 
they lie there hid under the first 
bunch of grass or weed or any 
other bit of cover they can find 
for the purpose of concealment. 
With good dogs you can, then take 
them one after the other. When 
a bevy has been flushed, and the 
birds have scattered about and 
pitched down in this way, I have 
often killed from six to 10 before 
picking any up. 0 

I was once shooting in Mason 


lying where they pitch down, they 
run a long distance. And then 
when the dog has winded them, 
and is about to point, or has 
pointed, they start and run on 
again. Under such circumstances 
it is difficult to make a good bag. 

It was mainly in such weather 
that the netting of quail was car- 
ried on. This bad practice is now 
unlawful. I saw great numbers 
caught with nets in Missouri. 
Whole bevies were taken at one 
fell swoop, the quail being driven 
into the wings of the net by men 
on horseback. 

It is a very good thing that this 
destructive practice has been pro- 
hibited by law, and is now wholly 
done away with. As long as it 
was lawful the farmers on whose 
land it was practised did not like 
to interfere; but now they do in- 
terfere, and netting in Illinois 
and Missouri has practically 
ceased and come to an end.

Orthodox Church Properties in Palestine’ 


as Climax of 4-Year Campaign — New

HILE the democratic powers were roaring protests over the 
Communist inquisition in Hungary and Bulgaria, the Soviet 
Union was using the opportunity to steal for itself another safe, 


easy victory in the Middle East. 

At the very moment Cardinal 
Josef Mindszenty was facing his 
accusers, a Russian priest, safe 
behind the blur of the Balkan 
smoke screen, was taking over the 
valuable properties of the Ortho- 
dox Church in Palestine. More- 
over, the theft, obscured by Mid- 
dle East censorship, was so deftly 
managed that it passed almost.un- 
noticed, except here in Italy. 
The entire Communist anti- 
church offensive in Hungary and 
Bulgaria was timed, it is recog- 
nized here, as a diversion to draw 
attention away from Russia’s own 
capture of the Orthodox churches 
and monasteries in strategic Pal- 
estine. 

Propaganda Pipeline. 

The capture, manipulated noise- 
lessly, gives Moscow two main 
conduits instead of only one to 
pipe more Communism into the 
state of Israel and broaden Mos- 
cow’s new Mediterranean foothold. 

The political conduit is in Is- 
rael’s traffic of dollar-purchased 
arms from the Communist Skoda 
plant in Czechoslovakia, and in 
the Israeli Government’s amnesty 
granted last week to the members 
of the Communist-controlled Stern 
gang and its leaders. 

The religious conduit, which is 
new, is the Orthodox Church, 
which until last week was free of 
Soviet control. 

Here is how the Soviets tricked 
the Western powers once more, 
hooking their second foothold in 
Palestine while America was glow- 
ering over the Balkan fence at 
Hungary. 

The Orthodox Church is split 
roughly between its Greek clergy, 
few and pro-democratic, and its 
Slavic clergy who are more num- 
erous and largely pro-Russian. In 
the Balkan satellite countries the 
Orthodox Church is protected as 
an arm of Moscow’s power, not 
persecuted. In Bulgaria the na- 
tional archbishop is on the Com- 
munist Government payroll. 

0 Tour. 

Stalin’s instrument is the Patri- 
arch Alexis of Moscow. He sent 
Alexis on a foresighted tour of 
the Palestine missions in 1945, be- 
fore the cold war began. Alexis’s 
mission was to spearhead the ef- 
fort to recover old czarist rights 
in the Holy Land. 

Under e ‘czars Russia had 


been the “protector of Christian 
orthodoxy” in the Middle East, by 
the same right as France was 
“protector of Christian Catholi- 
cism."” Having taken back at 
Yalta more than the czar’s empire 
in the Far East, Stalin set out to 
duplicate the trick in the Middle 
East, using the church as entering 
wedge. 

In the Middle East, however, 
the hard-headed British and 
French rather than the Americans 
stood in his way. The British 
Army held Palestine and the 
French the Levant—Lebanon and 
Syria. 

The French fumbled their Arab 
relations and stumbled into colo- 
nial war and finally into retreat. 
The British were out of 
Palestine by Zionist forces f 
nanced by United States sympa- 
thizers. 

With Israel's birth the coast be- 
came clear for the Russians, and 
only the matter of timing the 
clerical coup remained uncertain. 

Authority Recognized. 

The Orthodox churches and mon- 
asteries in the Holy Land, worth 
tens of millions of dollars, were 
under the custodianship of the 
Archimandrite Anthony. For 2% 
years they had been held by White 
Russian prelates, but there was a 
disposition to meet half way Stal- 
in's seeming wish to tolerate reli- 
gion. When the Stalinist patriarch 
toured the Middle East, the Pales- 
tine custodian recognized his au- 
thority. 

The break came when the Pales- 
tine prelate changed his mind and 
recognized also a new anti-Soviet 
prince of the church, the Metro- 
politan of Munich. The Kremlin 
realized that it must expel the 
Palestine prelate or lose his 
churches and monasteries to the 
West. The buildings are strate- 
gically valuable, and a priestly 
robe is a matchless cover for en- 
trance of Soviet agents.

RESIDENT TRUMAN carried 
most of the South but he has 
yet to win southern acceptance 
of the propriety of his motives in 
pressing his civil-rights program.

Willing to Face It. 

The President has never faced 
the South in person on the civil- 
rights issue. He was willing to do 
so when the campaign began but 
it was decided that this was not 
only undesirable but impractical, 
the argument being that his best 
chance of victory lay in states 
where his civil-rights stand was 
an asset. 

Even in quarters where some 
decent compromise on civil rights 
is earnestly desired, doubt is ex- 
pressed that Truman can now 
assert effective leadefship to win 
southern co-operation. It was sug- 
gested by some that Vice Presi- 
dent Barkley, a Kentuckian, 
might be helpful in this field.

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Doctors Against the AMA 


The old guard of the American Medical As- 
sociation is getting the shock of a lifetime. 
There hag always been dissent from its pro- 
nouncements in the profession, especially on the 
part of practitioners with deep understanding of 
there humanitarian obligations. Most of these, 
however, confined their protests to conversations 
or the writing of an occasional article. They 
did not want to bother with AMA politics. But 
the current assessment to raise a slush fund 
against the Administration’s health program has 
stirred them to action. 

Examples are the vote of the Kings County 
(Brooklyn) Medical Society not to pay the assess- 
ment, and the decision of the New York (Man- 
hattan) Medical Society to reconsider its ap- 
proval. Other instances are the denunciation 
issued recently by Dr. Channing Frothingham 
for the Committee on the Nation’s Health, and 
the speech at the Washington University Med- 
ical School by Dr. Allen Butler of Harvard. 


While an AMA spokesman issued an unsup- 
ported propaganda blast that the Administra- 
tion’s program would cost 10 per cent of all 
payrolls “just as a starter,” Dr. Frothingham 
pointed out thatithe association’s own hurriedly 
suggested plan for the rehabilitation of the aged 
and chronic alone would cost billions. The 
AMA proposals, he said, are just “a fancy pub- 
lic relations job.” 

Dr. Butler was scathing in his denunciation of 
the AMA counter-proposal while he defended 
the pending legislation in most of its details. He 
did agree with Dr. Edwards Park of Johns Hop- 
kins that there are not enough doctors in the 
United States now to care for all who would be 
entitled to their help under this measure, but 
he warned that it would be unwise to “postpone 
devising a program and setting it in motion be- 
cause we are in a jam now.” 

In this connection, it’s time to have a look at 
Bill S-5. While it would become effective as 
soon as enacted, it provides that “personal 
health services shall first become available 
on July 1, 1951.” That date may be premature. 
If so, it can be set back by a simple amendment.

December, 1944, without a call to 
me to report for duty. The office 
of a Washington ¢olumnist got in 
touch with my draft board several 
times, asking why I had not been 
called.

Another commentator, informed 
by a member of Senator May- 
bank’s staff that the Legislative 
Deferment Committee had remind- 
ed Selective Service that Congress 
had deferred me, joined in.

In view of the military records 
of the two commentators them- 
selves, there was something ludi- 
crous about their insistence that 
I, a somewhat sedentary type, be 
dispatched to bolster an Army 
which by that time possessed 
about 10,000,000 men. 

On a Monday, late in 1944, while 
I was in New York on an investi- 
gation, my Washington office 
called to tell me that Senator 
Maybank’s office had arranged for 
an additional 30-day deferment. 

The following Saturday I was 
ordered to report: for induction. 
Senator Maybank’s letter had been 
held up long enough for my draft 
board to meet and yield, at last, 
to the remarkable pressure placed 
upon it.

The three top 
hearts were cashed, but South did 
not lead the fourth round—he had 
other fish to fry. West discarded 
the diamond seven on the third 
round, and South, kn his 
left-hand neighbor to be an honest 
signaller, decided not to rely on 
the diamond finesse. 


After establishing the heart ten 
as a trick and an entry, South led 
his spade nine and ducked in 
dummy. East won with the jack, 
but he could not afford to cash 
the spade ace. That would set up 
a spade trick in dummy while the 
heart ten was still there. So East 
shifted to the diamond ten. 


South went right up with the 
diamond ace, entered dummy with 
a heart (while West discarded an- 
other diamond), then passed a 
club into the West hand. West 
promptly exited with a club, but 
his safety was short-lived. South, 
after cashing the top clubs, threw 
West in again with a fourth round 
of the suit, and now West could 
not avoid setting up the diamond 
queen for declarer’s ninth trick.
